Oil some famous question, Corrie was employed pur­ 
posely to hully him, and made a personal attack of the 
grossett virulence. 
Grattan was so ill, at the time, as 
to be sup}M»rted into the house between two friends.— 
He rose to reply ; and tirst, without alluding to Gorrie 
at all, clearly and entirely overturned every argument 
lie had advanced that bore upon the question. He then 
paused a moment, and stretching out his arm, as if he 
would reach across the house, “ for the assertions the 
geatloman has been pleased to make with rt^gard to 
myself, my answer here is, they are false ! elsewhere 
it would bo— a blow 
'I’hey met, and (J rati an shot 
him through the arm. 
Corrie proposed another' shot, 
but Grattan said, “ No ! let the curs fight it out !” and 
they were friends ever after. 
I like the old story of the 
Irishjian who was challenged by some desperate black­ 
guard. 
“ Fight him .'” said he, “ 1 would sooner go 
to iny grave without a fight !” 
Talking of (irnttan, is 
it not wonderful that, with all the agitation in Ireland, 
we have hud no such men since his time ? 
Look at 
the Irish newspapers. 
The whole country in convul­ 
sion—people’s lives, fortunes and religion at stak.', and 
not a gleam of talent from one year’s end to the other. 
It is natural for sparks to be struck out in a time of vio- 
ItMice like this—but Ireland, for all that is worth living 
Cor, is dead ! 
You can scarcely reckon Shiel of tho 
calibre of her .spirits of old, and O ’Connell, with all bis 
faults, stands “ alone in his glory ” 
The conversation I have thus run together is a mere 
skeleton, of course. 
Nothing but a short-hand report 
could retain the delicacy and elegance of Moore’s lan­ 
guage, and memory itself cannot itnbody again the kind | 
of frost-work of imagery which was formed and melted 
on his lips 
His voice is soft or firm as the subject 
requires, but perliaps the word gentlem anly describes 
it better than any other. 
It is upon a natural key, hut, 
if 1 may so phrase it, it is fused with a high-bred uflTec- 
tation, expressing deferenae and courtesy, at the same 
time that its pauses are constructed peculiarly to catch 
the ear. 
It would be difficult not to 
to him 
while he is talking, though the subject were but tho 
shape of a wine-glass. 
Moore’s head is distinctly before me while I write, 
but 1 shall find it difficult to describe. 
His hair, which 
curled once all over it in long tendrils, unlike anybody 
else’s in the world, and which probably suggested his 
soubriquet of “ Bacchus,” is diminished now to a 
few curls sprinkled witli gray, and scattered i* a single 
ring above his ears. 
His forehead is wrinkled, with 
the exception of a most prominent developement of the 
organ of gayety, which, singularly enough, shines with 
the lustre and smooth polish of of a pearl, and is sur­ 
rounded by a semicircle lines drawn close about it, 
like intrenchrnents against Time. 
His eyes still sparkle 
like a champaign bubble, though the invader has drawn 
his pencillings about the corners ; and there is a kind of 
wintry red, of the tinge of an October leaf, that seems 
enamelled on his cheek, the eloquent record of the 
claret his wit has brightened. 
His month is the most 
characteristic feature of all. 
The lips are delicately out, 
slight and changeable as an aspen ; hut there is a set-up 
look about the lower lip, a determination of the muscle 
to a particular expression, and you fancy that you can 
almost see wit astride upon it. 
It is written legibly 
with the imprint of habitual success. 
It is arch, confi­ 
dent, and half diffident, 
as if he were di.gui.ing his 
pleasure at applause, while another bright gleam of fan­ 
cy was. breaking on him. 
The slightly-tossed nose con­ 
firms the fun of the expression, and altogether it is a 
face that sparkles, beams, radiates—every thing but 
feels. Fascinating beyond all men as he is, Moore looks 
like a worldling. 
This description may be supposed to have o c c u p ie d 
the hour after Lady Blessington retired fiom the table ; 
fur, with her, vanished Moore’s excitement, and every 
body else seemed to feel that light had gone out of the 
room. 
Her excessive beauty is less an inspiration than 
the wondrous talent with which she draws, from every 
person around her, his peculiar e.xcellence. 
Talking 
better than any body else, and narrating, particularly, 
with a graphic power that I never saw excelled, this 
distinguished woman seems striving only to make oth­ 
ers unfold themselves ; and never had diffidence a more 
apprehensive and encouraging li.stener. 
But this is a 
subject with which I should never be done. 
W e went up to cofiee, and .Moore brightened again j 
over his chasse-café, and went glittering on with crili- i 
cism on Grisi, the delicious songstress now ravisliitig the j 
world, whom he placed above all but I’asta ; and whom 
he thought, with the exception that her legs were too 
short, an incomparable creature. 
This introduced mu­ 
sic very naturally, and wilii a great difficulty he was ta­ 
ken to the piano. 
My letter is getting long, and 1 have 
no time to describe bis singing. 
It is well known, liow- 
ever, that its efi'ect is only equalled by the beauty of his 
own words ; and, for one, 1 could have taken him into 
my heart with my delight. He makes no attempt at mu­ 
sic. It is a kind of admirable recitative, in which every 
shade of thought is syllabled and dwelt upon, and the 
sentiment of the song goes through )our blood, warm­ 
ing you to the very eyelids, and starling your tears, if 
you have soul or sense in you. 
I have heard of wo­ 
men’s fainting at a song of Moore’s ; and if the burden 
of it answered by chance to a secret in the besom of 
the listener, 1 should think, Irom its comparative ctleci 
upon so old a stager as myself, that the heart would 
break with it. 
W e all sat around tho piano, and after two or three 
.songs of Lady Bles.siiigkm’s choice, he rambled over 
the keys awhile and sang “ When first 1 met^ thee,” 
with a pathos that besîgars all description. 
VV lien the 
last word had faltered out, be rose and took Lady 
Blessinglon’s bund, said good-night, and was gone be­ 
fore u word was uttered. 
For a lull iiiiiiule alter he 
had closed the door, no one spoke. 
I could have 
wished, fur myself, to drop silently asleep where 1 sat, 
with the tears in my eyes and the softness upon my 
heart.
